"The Bermuda lily should be planted 


in deep pots," writes Ebeu .R. Rosford 
in Tho Ladies' Homo Journal. "Put in 
a shallow layer of soil over tho draiu- 
age material when you pot the bnlbs of 
this plant, uud on this place the bulb, 
which should be covered lightly. Leave 
it like this until a stalk starts. Then 
fill iu, as this stalk roaches up, until tlui 
pot is full of oompost. I would not ail- 
vise the nsoof any fertilizer tu'tnr bring- 
ing n plant to the light if the compost 
in which it WHS planted contained an 
ordinary amount of nnlrimont. Develop- 
ment is quite ' likely to bo sufficiently 
rapid in ordinary rich soil, i«id tho ap- 
plication of ii Etimnlnnt will so hasten 
it that tho pi jut will be forest! beyond 
healthy liiiiii.s. Watnh the plants when 
iu the cellar midgivo u little water now 
and then it needed. Aim to keep the 
soil moist — i:cver v/et. When you bring 
them up, do not place thorn at once in a 
very warm room. A room adjoining or.a 
in which there is u fire i:* better for 
them, if it is- frostproof, than one in 
which tho heat is liioly to run up to a 
big i figtiro. Wluui they coino into 
bloom, bo sure to keep them as cool ;;a 
iiowi bio if yon want the flowers to last. "

In the north of luurope aud in Ger- 


many Christmas eve ia devoted to giv- 
ing present, which are hung upon 
Christmas trees, and are distributed by 
disguised persons known aa. Kneoht 
Bupert. This custom haa been almost 
universally adopted in the United 
.States. within'the last forty or fifty 
'years, Santa Olaus, who was originally 
introduced by the .Dutch settlers of 
New York, being the American repre- 
sentative of Kuecht Rupert. 


In England Christmas has always 


been a religious, domestic und merry- 
making festival. In the houses of the 
nobles a "lord of misrule" was ap- 
pointed, and the celebration of the day 
waa of a boisterous character. Tbat 
feature, of the festival has, liowevoi 


. beootno obsolete. 


The custom of deokiug tbe houses 


and churches at Christmas with ever- 
greens was derived from Druid prac- 
tices in vogue when Christianity wa 
introduced in the British isltts. The 
Puritans ignored the day, and Christ 
mas was not observed by the early set 
tiers of New England. 


Christmas is now celebrated iu ul 


most every country as a season of f es 
tivity. In the United States there an 
Christmas trees at tho churchea, 01 
whiob presents are displayed, anc 
stockings hung up at night are filled 
with toys and candies for tha littl< 
folks. Charitably disposed people se 
that the destitute are provided with th 
ordinary comforts of life at Christmas 
The sentiment, "Peace, good will to 
men," prevails, and that each and al 
ef ita readers may hove a merry Christ

exoasa for having deferred action, th 
department pleads that it expectei 
Congress wonld dispose of the matte 
ere this. 


If what is alleged by Senators in the 


halls of Congress relative to tbo bond- 
aided roads is true, they deserve no 
leniency whatever from the public. It 
waa openly charged thi£ week that tbe 
Union Pacific people are intent on de- 
frauding tbe Government. The hold- 
era of the first-mortgage bonds brought 
salt with a view of disposing of the 
property by foreclosure, and leaving 
the Government to make whatever ar- 
rangements it saw fit to redeem the 
property, or lose its interest in the 
same. Tbe Government has been re- 
deeming tho second-mortgage bonds, 
the payment of which it guaranteed, as 
they matured. A very large proportion
